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| A PASTORAL EDITORIAL | 


... “SHE IDEAL HOME. 

Is yours a truly Christian home? Millions of American 
homes are not, and nearly all the trouble in the land is to 
be traced to the fact that they are not. The edition of a 
daily newspaper seems to be stale, indeed, if it be not filled 
with stories of murders, suicides, robberies, moral lapses, 
etc.; and only in exceptional cases do criminals go forth 
from Christian homes. 

A few years ago an Ohio boy of thirteen attempted 
suicide by taking poison, but his life was saved by physi- 
cians. When questioned concerning the reason for his act, 
he declared that he had no home; that his parents did not 
get along together and were divorced! that his father mar- 
ried again and took him to his new home; that this new wife 
was not his mother; that she treated him so meanly that he 
returned to his real mother; that his mother married again; 
that he tried it, but could not get along with the new man 
who was not*his father. He declared that after he had to 
leave both father and mother, he found it almost impossible 
to get along, and, therefore, attempted to end his life. This 
may be regarded as an extreme case, but the conditions 
which produce such cases exist in frightful measure 
throughout the United States. 

If-one out of seven marriages ends in a divorce, this 
does not mean that the other six homes are happy homes. 
There are many who do not like the publicity of a divorce; 
there are many mothers attached to their children and do 
not want them to be sent to the Orphan Asylum, or be sup- 
ported by charity. 

Now nearly all the misery and unhappiness in the home, 
as well as outside the home, is of our own making. Almighty 
God wants us to be at peace and happy, even as a first con- 
dition for rendering to Him the sort of service that He 
exacts, 

The family is the unit of society, and no state of society 
is better than the families which compose it. Therefore, if 
we would have a healthy condition in the state and in the 
nation, home unity must produce it. 

Catholics do not properly appreciate what they owe to 
their Church as a counsellor and adviser. She has the ex- 
perience of nineteen centuries behind her and she is directed 
by the very Spirit of God Himself. Those good Catholic 
parents, who not only heed her commandments, but follow 
her directions, are bound to get along well and to be blessed 
in their children. There are, however, too many parents, 
religious-minded in their own way, frequent recipients of 
the Sacraments, who seem to have a fear to force their chil- 
dren to mind, in accordance with the discipline of the 
Church. Too often they spoil their children when they are 
very young by pandering to their every wish and inclination. 
The will of the children, and not the demands of God, be- 
comes the law in the home. The children, given too much 
liberty, quite naturally follow the standards of the world, 
of their acquaintances, instead of those of the parochial 
school and of the Church. 

Wealthy parents, who send their children to boarding 
schools, feel that they must deny them nothing when they 
are at home on vacation. These, in particular, are almost 
bound to be affected for life by the loose manners of society ; 
and the way they start in life is the way they will continue 
to go through life. 

Only recently a man of wealth, who is also a good Cath- 
olic, told me what worry he and his wife have over their 
children during the months they are home from college on 
vacation. Fearing that they will form social acquaintances 
too young, he seriously considered sending them to school 
abroad. He had the proper conception of the age at which 
young people should begin to mix with the world, especially 
to enter social life. Much of this wrong could be righted if 
the blessing of God would be brought into the home by the 
practice of family devotions in common. When it cannot be 
done to better advantage, the members of the family, if 
they went to breakfast at the same time, could say a little 
morning prayer at the table before eating. They could, in 
the lack of a better way, say their night prayers at their 
places immediately after the evening meal. During his 
seminary days, the writer spent most of his vacations in the 
country, and the practice, just referred to, prevailed in the 
morning at breakfast time and, since the family was home 
for the most part at the evening meal, night prayers were 
said in common at the supper table.

where taxis are furnished cheaply by 
a good pastor, as in Pittsburgh, pov- 
erty or a non-Catholic parent, or at 
times a careless father or mother, in- 
terferes, Often over-crowded Catholic 
schools must sadly close their doors. 
A disagreement between parent and 
pastor or a misunderstanding with the 
Sisters is often responsible for a 
child being deprived of a Catholic ed- 
ucation. ough most pastors do not 
allow the financial needs of their par- 
ishes to hinder poorer children from 
receiving the Catholic education that 
is within the means of the more well- 
to-do, and are able to devise other 
methods of meeting their financial ob- 
ligations, still tuition, more or less ob- 
ligatory in many parishes, added to 
the cost of school books, deters thous- 
ands of parents, especially in the case 
of large families, from sending their 
children to the parochial school; and 
even where crn would be glad- 
ly made by a kind pastor, parental 
pride often keeps the children away. 
Seldom is the child at fault. The 
pastor, then, even if his responsibility 
ended in offering parochial schoo! ac- 
commodations to all the children of his 
parish, would be very much wanting 
in apostolic zeal for souls and would 
be coldly indifferent towards many an 
innocent child, if he entirely neglected 
or paid little heed to catechetical 
classes for public school children. For 
one reason or another, however, in 
very many parishes throughout the 
United States so little is done to in- 
struct them and the evil consequences 
are 80 appalling, that multiplying, en- 
larging and perfecting catechetical 
classes for our public schoo] children 
constitutes one of the greatest prob- 
lems confronting our Church today. 
In importance, it ranks perhaps next 
to that of maintaining our parochial 
schools. 

The number of Catholic public 
school children varies very decidedly 
in the different dioceses, both in pro- 
portion to the total Catholic popula- 
tion and, of course, in actual figures. 
Catholie children of school age, paro- 
chial and public combined, comprise 
about one-fifth of the total Catholic 
population. Hence in any diocese an 
approximate estimate of the number 
of Catholic public school children may 
_be reached by dividing the total Cath- 


jolie diocesan population, as found in 


the Catholic directory, by five and 
then substracting from this the actual 
attendance in the Catholic schools. In 
the Archdiocese of New York the 
number is far in excess of 100,000. 
In many places it seems that priest 
and laymen alike fail to realize the 
importance of catechetical work 
among our public school children. Too 
many of us are asleep. We must 
wake up, if we want the Church in 
America to grow as it should, now es- 
‘pecially as immigration has been re- 
‘duced to a minimum. Leakage from 
ithe Faith must be stopped as far as 
| possible and perhaps the most efficient 
| way of doing this is to labor far more 
strenuously than hitherto for the 
;}more or less abandoned half of our 
'Catholic children.

Christian Humility Preserves 
Against Mental Disorder

Humility as practiced by our Sav- 
iour will guard one from unpleasant 
experiences and will help to preserve 
interior peace. But to receive the 
blessed advantages of true humility 
we must practice that virtne. In the 
first place, every Christian as well as 
every religious should practice inter- 
ior humility. This implies the recog- 
nition that we aré creatures of God, 
the Creator, that we are nothing com- 
pared with the Infinite, ignorant be- 
ings compared with the highest wis- 
dom. And what makes this position 
of inferiority still more striking is 
that we all have often offended God, 
our greatest benefactor. Modern ra- 
tionalism tries to belittle the Chris- 
tian idea of our total dependence on 
God and of the guilt the soul incurs 
by sin. But our own judgment tells 
us that God is indeed our Father and 
Creator, and that sin is an outrage 
upon His love for us, And this thought 
ought to beget sentiments of profound 
humility. 

The happiness of a religious com. 
munity is much promoted by the prac- 
tice of humility of judgment on the 
part of the members. Peace and har- 
mony are two of the prerequisites for 
God’s blessing upon, and for the suc- 
cessful conduct of, the work of any 
community. But this concord is apt to 
be disturbed by violent insistence up- 
on one’s own opinions. and judgment. 
If it is beautiful and good, in the words 
of the Psalmist, to see brethren dwell 
together in harmony it is distressful 
to witness dissension and discord in 
the home consecrated to Christian 
Charity. But everyone can contribute 
to this holy rnity by submitting his 
judgment not only to superiors, but 
even to one’s equals, provided there be 
no sacrifice of truth or principle.

A public oratory may be at- 
tended by the faithful during 
times of public worship, even 
though the oratory is specially 
erected for the service of a com- 
munity or a family. A semi- 
(half) public oratory is one for 
a special community of men or 
women, but it is not freely and 
habitually open to the faithful 
in general. The private or do- 
mestic oratory is one placed in 
a 
only a family or an individual. 

In the early Church, domestic 
or private chapels or oratories 
were quickly put up in private 
homes between periods of per- 
secution of the Christians. The 
early Christians realized it 
would be folly to erect targe 
churches which would be im- 
roma h 2 destroyed or taken 
over by the persecutors. These 
oratories were very common 
and had the full approval of 
the Church before the Edict of 
Milan. Also during those early 
days they had what were called 
“sepulchral chapels” which 
were used a aoe’ for the 
celebration of anniversaries, 
_ later on for all church func- 
ions. 


Some of these points may not 
seem of ititerest Or importance 
to you, children, but in your 
reading of Church History as 
well as the histories of foreign 
countries, you will be able to 
better understand what is 
meant by oratories and chapels 
if you remember this lesson. 
Moreover, certain indulgences 
can be gained only by visiting 
public or semi-public oratories, 
and you should be informed 
about the different places of 
worship.
